Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant proposed that, in fact, Haselhorst did not teach the 
polymer component (A) as claimed insofar as the molar ratios had not been satisfied. The Examiner pointed to an 
embodiment in Haselhorst (column 2, line 46) that was anticipatory of this component (Applicant had pointed out that 
there were no units corresponding to D with the superscript Vi in Applicant's polymer (A) but it was emphasized by the 
Examiner that the claimed polymer was said to "comprise" the stated units and, hence, could be inclusive of vinyl 
group-functional D units. Applicant then proposed that this was not the case insofar as the stated units were said to 
add up to 100 mol % and, therefore, excluded other units. Although the Examiner agreed with this notion in principal, 
the Examiner articulated his concern that there was perhaps a conflict between Applicant's use of the transitional 
phrase "comprising" in their disclosure of component (A) and the proviso that follows the description of the structural 
units. Applicant was advised that the Examiner would strongly consider withdrawing the rejection were Applicant to be 
clear on the record that the intent of Applicant's language was to exclude all units other than those expressly 
mentioned by the claims 
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
